This year’s tax bills also 
include unpaid water bills, 
for the first time. Unpaid 
water bills now constitute a 
lien on property, in exactly 
the same manner as unpaid 
real estate tax bills.

FLOOD CONTROL 


About five years ago the subject of flood 
control in Wilmington received a shot in the 
arm, from work by two different groups. It was 
net that the subject was new, but that new 
people began to become interested. Both part- 
jes felt that by proper flood control thou- 
sands of acres of land now useless could be re 
claimed, and our perannual mosquito menace les 
sened. 

One party made a survey of the Ipswich River, 
by a competent engineer. He stated that for 
$30,000 a channel could be dug through the 
Hundred Acre Meadow which would lower the wat- 
er level nearly four feet at Jenk's Bridge, on 
Woburn Street. This party was not exactly in 
favor with the powers in the Town Hall, so the 
project, if it may so be called, fell by the 
wayside. 

The other party enrolled the aid of State 
authorities. A massive survey was made, cost- 
ing about $30,000. The results of the survey 
was a recommendation for a flood control pro- 
ject of the Upper Ipswich River, which would 
cost about $660,000. It was proposed that this 
be entirely financed by the State. 

We felt at the time, and still feel that the 
State will never consent to entirely financing 
such a project.’ We kept quiet, nevertheless, 
for we didn't wish to upset the very slight 
chance that such a project might be voted 
through the State legislature. 

Now f ive years or so has passed, and nothin g 
has been done. Maybe someday something will-- 
we don't know. 

All of which brings us up to the present time. 
We have learned that a flood control program, 
involving about $800,000 was just voted 
through the State legislature,.for the head- 
waters of the Charles River. 

There was only one difference, that we could 
note. In the Charles River program the two 
towns involved were ready to pay part of their 
share, as was the county. Bellingham and Mil- 
ford, between them will pay 15% of the bill. 
Worcester County will pay 15% of the bill. The 
Commonwealth will pay the other 70%. 

Perhaps there isa lesson for we in Wilmin g- 
ton and North Reading, if we still wish to |! 
carry on with the state recommended project.

It is no secret among the cogniscenti of 
Wilmington that Town Counsel Phillip Buzzell 
would not be at all adverse to having a court 
case, over the "Equal Pay Law* for men and 
women teachers. Mr Buzzell thinks that there 
is a good chance of having the Equal Pay Law 
declared invalid, at least as far as Wilming- 
ton is concerned. 

About a month ago the School Committee phras- 
ed a question to the Town Counsel, the purport 
of which was to get a ruling from the gentle- 
man, as to the validity of the vote of the 
Town of Wilmington, back in 1947, at which 
time the law was adopted making pay for men 
and women teachers equal. 

Mr Buzzell's opinion, it turned out, had al- 
ready been written. In a letter to the Town 
Manager, on May 2nd., he reviewed the circum— 
stances of the vote in 1947. The big question, 
as far as this town is concerned, is that some 
how the Warrant far that Town Meeting had no 
reference to the Equal Pay Law. It was voted, 
true. It had been listed for voting by the Se 
lectmen. But, not one word appeared on the 
Warrant. 

In his letter to the Town Manager the Town 
Counsel stated "Although the question is by no 
means free from doubt, I am inclined to the op 
inion that the statute relating to equal pay 
for men and women teachers has not been valid- 
ly adopted". : 

Mr Buzzell is not a person who will give an 
opinion lightly. In these phrases, just quoted 
he is saying "No, it was not adopted by the 
town in a legal manner." 

He goes further, though. We quote-- 

"With respect to the related question of the 
"dependency allowance" for teachers, you may 
be interested to read the case of Cotter v. 
Chelsea, 329 Mass. 314. Here the Supreme Court 
with obvious hesitation and reluctance upheld 
the right of the School Committee to provide 
for a dependency allowance of, $300, per annum 
to married men and women teachers with depend- 
ent wife, husband or children. (Chelsea had ac 
cepted the equal pay statite.) 

"The court indicated that it probably would 


not support any "further or different ineur- | 


sions" into the "field of domestic economy." 
He seems to feel that, on a state level, the 
subject may be overturned, as well. And, he 
apparantly would enjoy trying the case. 
THE STANLEY WEBBER AMENDMENT 

At the time the Town adopted the new Zoning 
By-Law, in 1955, Stanley Webber, a member of 
the Finance Committee, offered an amendment 
which was adopted and which provided that any 
lot of land which had been legally registered 
since the 1935 Zoning By Law would be a legal 
lot under the new Rv Law. 

This amendment was not good news to many who 
were seeking a "stiff" by Law, for they felt 
that it, defeated the purpose of the new laws,

Specifically, the targets of the new plan are 
buildings made of wood on the west side of 
Main Street, between the street and the rail- 
road. The law seems to be written just for 
them - buildinss which for one reason or ano- 
ther cannot be improved - for while they are 
privately owned the owners do not possess 
the land beneath them, and find themselves in 
a position in which they don't wish to spend 
money under those circumstances.

Mr Stevens was the guest 
speaker at the Baldwin Civic 
Association on Oct 2nd. He be 
gan his talk by pointing out 
that the past problems of the 
department, fluoridation and 
water main extensions had been 
cared for by the vote of the 
Town Meeting, last spring. The 
acceptance of the Betterment 
Act by the Town means that 
those people now not serviced 
by town water will have an op- 
portunity to be serviced much 
sooner than past practice 
would have allowed.

The present capacity of the 
Wilmington Water Department is 
two million gallons of water a 
day, Mr Stevens said. There 
have been days when this a- 
mount of water was not suffi- 
cient. The contract with the 
Town of North Reading has not 
been renewed, although Wil- 
mington will service that town 
with water from time to time, 
in order to keep good liason 
betwen the towns in case of 
emergencies in either place. 
About 20 of the wells in the 
water department are cleaned 
regularly. Their capacity in- 
creases about 40% after clean- 
ing. 

Speaking of metered and un- 
metered services, in the homes 
Stevens stated that it has 
been estimated that metered 
homes use on an average of 130 
gallons of water a day, while 
unmetered services use about 
300 gallons. About 50% of the 
town is still unmetered, but 
meters will eventually be in- 
stalled everywhere, and the 
usage of water should drop, 
upon the completion of this 
project. 

Whitman & Howard, Water En- 
gineering firm of Boston has 
been retained by the Wilming- 
ton Water Department to study 
the entire system and to make 
recommendations of action to 
make the department se] f-sup- 
porting. They have found that 
the present method of distri- 
bution is basically good, but 
they did say that the size of 
some of the water mains shows 
poor long range planning, and 
that several mains of less 
than six inches in diameter 
should be replaced 4s soon as 
possible. In the future all 
water mains will be at least 
six inches in diameter. 
Stevens finished his talk by 
stating that the department 
has had difficulty in collect- 
ing bills from the various 
services, At times up to 50% 
of the water bills were un- 
paid. 

The town recently has adopted 
the practice of including un- 
paid water bills with the real 
estate tax bills, under the 
lien act, so that this should 
not be a problem in the fu- 
ture. Sy the ‘Lien Act’, ‘“r 
Stevens explained, property 
may be taken over by the Town 
for unpaid weter bills, just 
as it may now be taken over 
for unpaid real estate taxes.

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LANDOWNER FINDS NEW 
ZONING LAW HAS STING 


Charles George, Boston Road 
Billerica, ower of a trucking 
business in Woburn found out 
about the Zoning By Law of 
Wilmington, last Thursday 
night, in a Board of Appeals 
hearing. 

George bought some industrial 
land on Main Street during the 
summer of 1955. He wanted to 
build an industrial building.
